100C-A3. QUALIFICATIONS — AIR BRAKE AND

employees must attend a class of instruction and pass an 
examination prior to the last day of the month of the anniversary of 
their birth or as required by proper authority on SEPTA RRD's Air 
Brake and Equipment Instruction Manual.

In the application of Rule C, itis the responsibility of each employee 
who becomes qualified on the Physical Characteristics of the 
railroad to maintain such qualifications in accordance with the 
policies of the Rules and Instruction Department and the applicable 
Operating Rules.

100C-A5. QUALIFICATIONS — MEDICAL 


In the application of Rule C, employees required to pass a regular 
periodical physical examination (biennial or annual), or special 
periodical, (as explained herein,) are responsible for making an 
appointment by contacting the Medical Department 


Such examination must be completed not later than the last day of 
the month of the anniversary of the employee's birth or as may be 
directed by a special periodical. 


Regular periodicals are required as follows:

Special periodicals are required as frequently as deemed 
necessary in the judgement of the Medical Department and as 
directed when returning from furlough, illness or injury.

100G-A1. USE OF INTOXICANTS 


In the application of Rule G, certain intoxicants/controlled 
substances remain present in the body and effect bodily functions 
for extended periods of time. 


Because of the unpredictable residual effects of certain 
intoxicants and/or controlled substances, the presence of such 
substances in employees: 


1. off-duty but subject to duty or reporting for duty; 
2. on Company property or in recognizable uniform;

In the application of Rule J, SEPTA RRD Terminal and Passenger 
Attendants and Conductors engaged in passenger service must 
wear the standard issue RRD uniform while on duty. 


Employees must be neat in appearance. Beards may be worn but 
may extend no more than one and one-half inches from the face 
and must be neatly trimmed. Mustaches must be neat and trimmed 
above the lip. Sideburns must not extend below the earlobe and 
must be neatly trimmed and squared at the extremities. Hair must 
be neat and combed so as not to extend over the collar or in any 
way interfere with vision, hearing and/or safety. If hair would extend 
below the collar, it must be pinned up and wom under uniform cap 
to effect a neat appearance. 


Paraphernalia must be carried in such manner as to assure a neat 
appearance at all times. Wearing pins, badges, stickers, or other 
items on the uniform which are not authorized by the Company is 
prohibited.

In the application of Rule L, under no circumstances are more than 
four persons, including the assigned crew, allowed to ride in the 
operating cab of a locomotive.

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1034-A1. EXCEPTED EMPLOYEES 

In the application of Rule 34, when in the performance of their 
duties, the following employees are relieved from complying with 
the requirements of Rule 34 when occupying the leading engine or 
car of a train: operators, Electric Traction Department employees, 
Track Department employees, Communications Department 
employees, Signal Department employees, and Maintenance 
Department employees. 


1035-A1. FUSEES AND TORPEDOES 


In the application of Rule 35, SEPTA RRD train and engine service 
employees must carry 5 fusees and 5 torpedoes. 


1074-A1. BULLETIN ORDERS 


In the application of Rule 74, Bulletin Orders will be issued on a 
once-a-week basis, effective 2:01 A.M. each Saturday. Each new 
Bulletin Order will supersede the previous Bulletin Order and will 
contain all current information. 


1076-A1. OBSERVATION OF TRAINS FOR DEFECTS — 
USE OF TEMPILSTIK: 


In the application of Rule 76, SEPTA RRD Conductors and 
Engineers must have a 200-degree Tempilstik while on duty. 
Conductors of foreign railroads must have the T empilstik issued by 
their railroad while on duty in SEPTA RROD territory. 


Tempilstik must be used when necessary to determine if an axle 
bearing is overheated and is safe to continue in service. To 
properly use the Tempilstik, stroke the outside surface of the top of 
the journal box or the outside surface of the adapter on rotating-cap 
type roller bearings. If a liquid smear results, obtain instructions 
from train dispatcher. 


1099-A1. MINIMUM FLAGGING DISTANCES 


In the application of the operating rules, when a train stops and 
flagging protection is required, a crew member must provided flag 
protection for the train as determined by the maximum authorized 
speed within the distance required for protection, applicable to the 
track as shown in the table below.

“A light shall be displayed on the head end of drafts crossing, at 
grade, during the hours of darkness whether or not the tracks 
constitute a part of a railroad yard, except at times when such 
crossing is protected either by gates, automatic highway crossing 
signals, watchman or train service employees.” 
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Column Table for Public Crossings at Grade 
(refer to Item 9 of individual lines) 
X — Indicates Method of Operation 


COLUMN 1 — Trains must stop before passing over highway 
crossing and a member of crew must protect the 
crossing in advance of each movement. 


COLUMN 2 — Automatic highway crossing protection provided 
on sidings, yard or other auxilliary tracks, indicates 
the approach of a train. 


COLUMN 3 — Apparatus provided to interrupt operation of auto- 
matic highway crossing protection automatically. 


COLUMN 4 — Apparatus provided to interrupt operation of 
automatic highway crossing protection manually. 


COLUMN 5 — Trains must stop within limit marked by yellow 
stripe on side of rail (approximately 70 feet each 
side of crossing) but clear of highway until crossing 
protection is operating and highway is clear. If 
automatic protection fails to function, member of 
crew must protect the crossing in advance of each 
movement. 


COLUMN 6 — Highway crossing protection must be operated 
manually to protect train movement. 
1104-A1. DUAL CONTROL SWITCHES 


In the application of Rule 104, Dual Control switches must not be 
hand-operated until permission is obtained from train dispatcher or 
operator.

This will either be a lock 
mechanism lever operated by hand (on the pedestal type) or a foot 
pedal which must be depressed (on the between-the-rails type).

No waiting time period is required. 


ENTERING THE MAIN

either a train on the approach to the circuit (from either direction) or 
there is some other interruption of the track circuit. In general, the 
longest waiting period on the SEPTA RRD system is 8 minutes, 30 
seconds. (Once the foot pedal or lever has been activated, the 
timer begins the “run down”. Do not attempt to re-establish the 
position of the foot pedal or lever after its initial activation, since this 
will cause the timer to reset and begin the “run down” again.) 


At the expiration of the waiting time period, the status indication will 
then change to “unlocked.”

1126-A1. SECURING EQUIPMENT WITH CONTROL STAND 
UNATTENDED 


In the application of Rule 126, the engineer and conductor are 
jointly responsible for securing equipment in which control stand is 
to be left unattended. Action must be taken to prevent any 
undesired movement of such equipment. 


If the engineer must leave the control stand unattended, equipment 
must be secured by applying sufficient hand brake(s), an 
emergency application made, and the brake handle(s) removed 
and kept in the possession of the engineer. 


if the overhead catenary power is de-energized or if equipment is 
shut down for a period exceeding 5 minutes, a sufficent number of 
hand brakes must be applied to assure equipment does not “drift” 
due to leakage of brake cylinder pressure. 
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1154-A1. OPERATION OF MU EQUIPMENT FROM OTHER 
THAN LEADING UNIT 


MU equipment must be operated with engineer located on leading 
end in direction of movement when conditions permit, except as 
follows: 


. PAOLI — From yard to station via Duck-under 

. MEDIA — From yard to station, from Media to Elwyn, from 
Elwyn to Media. |

1154-A2. LOST ARTICLES 


Articles found on trains must be turned in to the Stationmaster’s 
Office at Penn Center (Suburban Station). Trains operating through 
Penn Center (Suburban Station) will notify Broad by radio to notify 
Station supervision to meettrain to pick up lost and found articles. 
Alt iost and found articles from outlying points must be returned to 
the Stationmaster’s Office at Penn Center (Suburban Station). 


1154-A3. SMOKING REGULATIONS 
Smoking is prohibited on SEPTA RRD equipment. 


1154-A4. MU ELECTRIC CAR HEATING 


During layover or storage at outlying points train heat switch should 
be turned off on SEPTA RRD RER equipment. 


1154-A5. RELIEVING CREWS ENROUTE 


When train and/or engine crews are relieved on an assignment 
enroute, the outgoing crew must provide the incoming crew with all 
necessary information, such as unfulfilled train orders, required air 
brake and cab signal information, messages, reason for delays, 
etc.; the incoming crew must have a proper understanding thereof 
before proceeding.

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1154-A6. LOCATION OF CONDUCTORS AT STATION 
PLATFORMS 


At high level platforms the conductor will be stationed at the rear 
working door of the train with the door open and will be responsible 
for starting the train. 


At low level platiorms the conductor will be stationed at the rear 
working door of the train with the door open and will be responsible 
for starting the train. 


Atall stations the conductor must remain at the rear open door and 
must observe the platform until the train clears the station and be in 
that position to receive train orders and make necessary operating 
moves. 


1154-A7. PROCEDURE FOR REPORTING TO THE TRAIN 
DISPATCHER 


At points where crews initially report for duty, take charge of a train 
enroute, secure equipment before going off duty and at all 
turnaround points, the conductor or engineer of the crew must 
report the following information to the operator in charge of that 
territory via wayside phone at all times except where wayside 
system is not in service: 


. Train and engine or MU numbers (lead car first) 

. Name and time on duty of the conductor and engineer 
. Arrival time at turnaround points and final terminals 

. Amount of delay, if any 

. Reason for delay 

. Departing train number at turnaround points 

. Time of departure at tumaround points 


1154-A8. MU EQUIPMENT STORAGE AND 
PREPARATION PROCEDURES 


STORING EQUIPMENT 
The following procedure must be followed when storing MU 
equipment with the pantograph down: 


. Lower pantograph. After pantograph is latched down, 
“Pantograph Down” switch must be returned to normal 
position. 

. Apply sufficient hand brakes. 

. On RER equipment — Open the battery knife switch in the 
vestibule panel on the “A” end. 

On Silverliner | equipment — Open battery circuit breaker in 
electrical locker inside coach. 

On Silverliner Il and Ill equipment — Open battery circuit 
breaker in circuit breaker panel “A” end. 

On Silverliner IV equipment — Open all breakers on the 
lefthand side of the circuit breaker panel “B” end. 

. Shut off all headlights, markers, vestibule, coach and platform 
lights. 

. Lock all coach doors and vestibule doors. 

. Chock wheels. 


The following procedure must be followed when storing MU 
equipment with the pantograph raised: 


1. Apply sufficient hand brakes. 

2. Shut off all headlights, markers, vestibule, coach and platform 
lights. 

3. Lock all coach doors and vestibule doors. 

4. Chock wheels. 
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PREPARING EQUIPMENT 

Perform walk around inspection. Observe equipment for any visual 
defects (i.e. opened electrical boxes, brake rigging hanging, 
misaligned brake shoes), and any other defects that would prevent 
the safe movement of the train. 


The following procedure must be followed when preparing MU 
equipment with the pantograph down: 


1. Unlock all coach doors and vestibule doors. 

On Silverliner IV equipment, doors may fail to operate due to 
depleted batteries. If this occurs: 

. Raise the pantograph with the pump (return the cock to 
automatic position) or pantograph pole. 

. With the key inserted in the outside key switch, let the 
spring loaded cover hold it in the “open” position. 

. Depress “MA” button in Box #1 (hold 3 seconds). 

. Door will open provided the door breakers are closed 
inside the car. 

. After the car starts, immediately reset the battery charger 
on the outside of the car. Push the buttons above the 
tripped light to reset. 

. Close all circuit breakers 
On RER equipment — Close the battery knife switch in the 
vestibule panel on the “A” end. 
On Silverliner | equipment — Close battery circuit breaker in 
electrical locker inside coach. 
On Silverliner II and II equipment — Close battery circuit 
breaker in circuit breaker panel “A” end. 
On Silverliner IV equipment — Close all breakers on the 
lefthand side of the circuit breaker panel “B” end. 

. Raise pantographs 
On RER and Silverliner | equipment — Raise all pantographs 
using a pantograph pole due to the longer required charging 
time of the equipment. 
On Silverliner li and Ill equipment — Raise a sufficient 
number of pantographs to charge the train. These cars will 
startup once the pantograph is raised. All other pantographs 
can be raised by depressing the pantograph raise button from 
the operating control stand with the control plug inserted, 
once the main reservoir pressure is at least 60 psi. 
On Silverliner IV equipment — Raise a sufficient number of 
pantographs to charge the train. If this equipment is in a mixed 
consist, raise the pantograph on the Silverliner II or Ill first. 
They will also start up any Silverliner !V in the consist as long 
as the “MA” is not tripped and the Silverliner lV pantograph is 
raised. All other pantographs can be raised by depressing the 
pantograph raise button from the operating control stand with 
the control plug inserted, once the main reservoir pressure is 
at least 60 psi. 

4. Additional items for Silveriner !V equipment — Reset all “No 
Motion” buttons in consist and check all end-door bypass 
switches in consist so they are in the “bypass” position. 

5. Turn on necessary headlights, markers, vestibule, coach and 
platform lights. 

6. Perform ail air brake and cab signal tests required. 

7. Release hand brakes. 

8. Remove chocks from wheels. 
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The following procedure must be followed when preparing MU 
equipment with the pantograph raised: 


1. Unlock all coach doors and vestibule doors. 

2. Turnon necessary headlights, markers, vestibule, coach and 
platform lights. 

3. Perform all air brake and cab signal tests required. 

4. Release hand brakes. 

5. Remove chocks from wheels. 


1154-A9. SECURING MU EQUIPMENT AT CHESTNUT HILL 
EAST, CHESTNUT HILL WEST, DOYLESTOWN 
AND WEST TRENTON 


During Daylight Saving Time and when directed by the train 
dispatcher, MU equipment must be secured in accordance with 
Special Instruction 1154-A8 with the pantograph lowered. 


1154-A10. EQUIPMENT DEFECT CARD (MP11) 


SEPTA RRD employees must fill outan MP11 Defect Report when 
there is an equipment failure enroute or a defect of the equipment. 
The MP11 must be properly completed and submitted as follows: 


1. Report all equipment failures to the operator in charge via the 
radio or wayside telephone at the end of your trip. 

2. Operator will report all equipment failures to the train 
dispatcher. 

3. Atthe completion of each trip that had an equipmentfailure or 
defect of the equipment, a member of the crew must properly 
complete an MP11 for each defective piece of equipment. 
When the form is completed it mustbe placed on the defective 
equipment at the same location where the blue form is found. 


1154-A11. ITEMS PROHIBITED ON PASSENGER 
TRAINS 


1. Articles, packages and bicycles are prohibited; 

except hand luggage, small packages and collapsable 
bicycles are permitted but must be placed where they do not 
interfere with the free movement of passengers or with the 
operating mechanisms of the equipment. 

. Combustible or explosive items or liquids are prohibited; 

. Dogs, cats or other animals are prohibited; 
except trained dogs of blind and/or deaf persons, police dogs 
on a leash and small animals carried-in-a covered container 
without danger to, or offense to other passengers. 

. Radios, tape players or televisions are prohibited; 
except when earphones are used and the sound level is not 
offensive to other passengers. 


No aforementioned items will be placed in vestibule areas and 
employees shail assume no responsibility for items left unattended. 


1154-A12. HANDICAPPED PERSONS 


Handicapped persons must be capable of getting on or off RRD 
trains without the assistance of SEPTA RRD employees. 


Non-collapsable wheel chairs must be secured in the designated 
location on SEPTA RRD equipment. The car numbers equipped 
with non-collapsable wheel chair areas are as follows: 171, 173, 
175, 177, 179, 181, 183, 185 and 187. 


Wheel chairs are not permitted to occupy the vestibules or aisles of 
moving trains. 
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1154-A13. DYNAMIC BRAKE 


SEPTA RRD equipment equipped with dynamic brakes must have 
the feature “cut in” at all times. 


If adefect occurs it must be reported to the operator and may not be 
“cut out” unless authorized by the train dispatcher or operator, 
when authorized by the train dispatcher. 


If the dynamic brake has been cut out, a report must be filed on an 
MP11 upon completing the trip. 


1154-A14. APPLICATION AND RELEASE AIR TEST 


SEPTA RRD train and engine service employees, when receiving 
an MU train which has been given an initial terminal brake test by 
Maintenance Department employees and provided with an “air 
slip”, must perform an application and release of the brakes prior to 
departing the initial terminal. This test will be performed by 
observing the air gauge on the rear end of the rear car. 


Note — On cars not equipped with a brake pipe pressure gauge, 
the level and activity of brake pipe pressure will be indicated by the 
equalizing reservoir gauge on the head end and the brake cylinder 
gauge on all trailing control stands. 


1154-A15. CHARGING PROCEDURE FOR SILVERLINERS I, 
ll and ill LOCOMOTIVES 


With a sufficient number of hand brakes applied to secure 
equipment; 


. Insert the control plug into control receptacle. 

. Depress the cab signal acknowledging pedal. 

. Insert the brake valve handle into the brake valve and cut the 
brake valve in. 

. Depress the deadman foot pedal or place the master 
controller into the “OFF” or “COASTING” position. 

. Place the brake handle in the “release” position. 

. Charge the brake system. (The brake pipe pressure on cars 
will not increase until the train stop light goes out.) 


The “suppression” position must not be used when charging the 
26-R brake system. If an attempt is made to charge the 26-R brake 
system in “suppression” position, a leakage of brake cylinder 
pressure will occur due to insufficient charging of the control/ 
selector reservoir. 


1154-A16. SERVICE ADVISORY INFORMATION NETWORK 


SEPTA RRD has developed a Service Advisory Information 
Network to keep passengers on board trains, via train crews, and 
passengers in stations informed of service disruptions. This form of 
communication is designed to assist train crews in the distribution 
of information about major delays. Upon receiving the service 
advisory announcement by radio, train crews will make announce- 
ments in all cars in service in accordance with Special Instruction 
1949-A1. 
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1155-A1. FOREIGN RAILROADS 


All freight train operation on SEPTA RFD territory will be governed 
by instructions issued by the respective railroad. 


1155-A2. LOCOMOTIVES IN SANDING SERVICE 


Engineers engaged in sanding service will communicate with the 
train dispatcher when reporting for duty to determine the territory to 
be sanded. 


Prior to departure, engineers must determine that the equipment to 
be used has been supplied with sand and sanders are in operable 
condition. 


Primary locations to be sanded are when approaching, within, and 
departing passenger stations (except when station is located within 
interlocking limits); when approaching signals which are capable of 
displaying a Stop Signal (Rule 292); when approaching highway 
grade crossings where the speed is restricted; when approaching 
bumpers. 


Locations which are not to be sanded are spring switches, semi- 
automatic switches, and interlocked switches. 


1156-A1. FLAT SPOTS 


When a flat spot(s) on a wheel of cars or locomotives develops, and 
an inspection by a qualified employee (i.e. Rail Equipment 
Department personnel, conductor, engineer or supervisor) 
determines that the flat spot is not in excess of 2 inches in length, 
and no other defect affecting the movement is observed, the train 
may continue at Normal Speed. 


On passenger equipment, if a flat spot in excess of 2 inches, but 
less than 3 inches is found, and no other defect is observed, speed 
must not exceed 10 miles per hour and a prompt report must be 
made to the train dispatcher. Passenger trains must be governed 
by the instructions received from the train dispatcher pertaining to 
the discharge of passengers, and the train moved directly to a 
dedicated repair facility. 


On freight equipment, if a flat spot in excess of 2 inches, but less 
than 3 inches is found, and no other defect is observed, speed must 
not exceed 10 miles per hour and a prompt report must be made to 
the train dispatcher. 


If a flat spot of 3 inches or greater is found, train must remain 
stopped unti! report is made and instructions received from the 
train dispatcher. Passenger trains must be governed by the 
instructions received from the train dispatcher pertaining to the 
discharge of passengers, and the train moved directly to a 
dedicated repair facility. 


1156-A2. EXCESSIVE HEAT — TRAIN OPERATION 


When the temperature is in excess of 90 degrees fahrenheit trains 
must not exceed 50 MPH, account catenary and track conditions. 
Trains are permitted to receive notification by radio from the train 
dispatcher or operator when the temperature is in excess of 90 
degrees. When crews are relieved, this information must be 
passed on to the relieving crew. 
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
